noticeable exhibit at the coming exposition in 
ber capital city. Iu order t bring the matter 
prominently before our representative peopie I 
issued, under the advice of the committee, the 
circular letter hereto appended, and mailed a 
copy to each member of the legisiature 
and, also, ti many prominent citi. 
zeus of Georgia. To it 1 received numerous 
replies favoring the proposition, extracts from 
some of which | also append. I have discussed 
the matter with a number of influentia! citizens 
of the state and I have yet to find an individua! 
who understands the matter who is not heartily 
in favor of the state making a suflicient appropri 
ation to provide at the ex yosition a full and wor- 
thy display of her natural and agricultural pro- 
Aucts, ores, minerals, woods, etc. Let it be un- 
derstood that the exp ition asks nothing. ‘hey 
simply present the opportunity. Will Georgia 
avail hermeilf of it is the question 
for the honorable representatives of 
the people in the general assembly 
toanswer. Ou iospecitionof the bill now pend 
ing, they will discover that it does not, io any 
form, ask for state aid to the exposition.

THE SKILLFUL BURGLAR, 


A Claes of Peopie Whe are Becoming 
Very Aggressive of Late. 

Au investigation into the large number of 
burglaries committed in this city for the past few 
months develope a surprising state of things. The 
frequency of these burglaries, the shrewdness 
with which they were planned and the daring 
dexterity with which they were carried out, the 
impression has been general that Atianta had be 
come the home of a band of well-organizcd and 
veteran burglars. It seems impossible for the po- 
lice to either conceive of what shape the future 
burglar would take, or toadopt any means to 
catch the burglars who had all been at work, and 
great apprehension was felt that cracksmeu had 
made Atlanta a sortof headquarters. A review, 
however, of the criminals as fast as they were 
taken by the police shows that most of the work, 
and most of the daring and desperate work, has 
been done by boys of from eight to four~ 
teen years of age. Mauy of these have been 
captured in / the act of burglary, and 
when brought before the courts have been 
dismissed without trial, their youthful 
appearance preciuding the possibility almost that 
they could have been guilty of the crime with 
which they were charged, or suggesting to their 
parects the easy task of proving that they were 
below the ege of which the law takes cognizance 
of their action. |

Solicitor-General Hill said upon this subject: 

* Atlanta is infested by a crowd of young boys 
who are as bad as the gutter snipes of New York 
or the gamin of Paris. I am justified in sayin, 
that the most desperate, shrewd and skilifal bur 
giaries that have been br ught to my attention, as 
solicitor general, have been committed by young 
boys of from eight to fourteen years of age, who 
from their appearance you would consider im- 
possible of conceiving, much iess carryiug 
out such crime. It is almost impos- 
sible to secure (pe conviction these 
young thieves because their parents and friends 
swear that they are below the age at which I am 
allowed to prosecute, vamely, ten years of age. 
and their escape from prosecution in one Case 
seems to embolden them to try again anc to pro- 
gression crime. I had before me ata term of the 
court a boy aecnsed of forgery. His parents 
swore that he was under age, and he was re- 
jeased. At the very next term he was brought 
before the “court again for ra 
forgery of the most serious char- 
eChr,and then! feli it my duiy toinvestigate 
his case and demonstrated that he was about 
thirteen years of age,and had him sent to the 
chain gang. It is unusual, however, that such a

| result can be obtained, because the law says per- 


emptorily that we shali not prosecute when they 
are less than ten years of age. Up~ to the ageol 
fourteen they are supposed to be incapable of 
understanding the law, and it rests upon the 
court to prove that they are responsible.’’ 

“What remedy do you propose for this state of 
things’”’ 

“My idea is that a house of correction is need- 
ed. The evil is growing to bea very serious one, 
and aside from the ease and success with which 
they commit their burglaries, we should con- 
sider the social and moral aspect of the question. 
There is something horrible ia the :dea of hua 
dreds of these boys growing up in crime and be- 
ing beyond the check of law or s80- 
In a house of correc tion 
could certainly be restrained, and 
there is a possibility that they might be_reform- 
ed. As itis, I can call over the names cf a dozen 
boys at the ages I have mentioned who are before

A GIGANTIC SWINDLE UNCOVERED. 


How the Pair-Paced European Took the Ancient 
Copt by the Hand and Traded Upon His 
Orednlity— Wholesale Coante:feiting 
Carried Oa from Geneva.

Lonpon, July 14—A letter from Geneva 
states that the estimates of the amount of 
false coin shipped to Egypt and other 
eastern countries by swindilers, who for 
years past have made Geneva the base for 
operations, vary from ten to forty million 
francs. The villages in the interior of 
Egypt are literally inundated with it, and 
the government will probably be com- 
pelled to withdraw piastres and replace 
them with coin of the same yalue, but of 
different name and appearance. The 
swindle originated in 1861 or 1862,when the 
premium on gold mahmanudichs, of the 
value of about sixteen francs, wa3 so high 
that coin honestly made with the correct 
amount of gold could be struck at Geneva 
and shipped eastat a profit. When the ex- 
change returned to the normal standard, 
profits wére continued by debasing the 
coin. Finally the trade became one of 
pure counterfeiting. Coins were made 
into necklaces and regularly sbipped 
through the custom-house as jewelry. The 
Egyptian | peasantry accamulate their 
savings in'the form of female ornaments, 
and agents at Alexandria found a ready 
market in the interior. The swindle has 
thus long escaped detection. Seven or 
eight years ago, the matter came to the 
knowledge of the Egyptian government, 
when a pretended prosecution of the 
counterfeiters was begun, but was 
bought off, and the matter hushed up 
The principal parties implicated are 
Bellamy, a man of good family; Le 
Teune, a prominent jeweler; Ouriel, an 
Egyptian money broker; his son, brother-in- 
law and clerks, all of Geseva, and Schinasi, 
the Alexandria confederate. All the fore- 
going are now imprisoned. Perhaps tbe 
largest operator in coin is a Marseilles 
banker named Amooreth, who deposited 
one million francs as a guarantee that he 
willappear for trial. Ali those implicated 
will. probably be tried at Geneva. The 
celebrated Martie Lachaud of the Paris bar, 
has been retained for the defense.

Of the two, I should think to- 
night it had somewhat decreased, but that cir- 
cumsciibed peritonitis exists I do not doubt, The 
inflammation has not become general. It has not 
extended to the anterior perit.neal region. It 
appears to be restricted inthe immediate region 
of the place where we locate the ball. 

The abdomen is extensively store at that 
point, and in its immediate vicinity, but 
not elsewhere. The ball undoubtedly 
passed through the liver, and it may have reached 
the pointin the front wall of the abdomen where 
it is by the course indicated in the first diag- 
nosis, cr itmay have gone straight across, strnick 
another rib, and taken a downward course, but 
that it did pass through the liver and is iodged in 
the anterior wall of the abdomen, and that cir- 
cumscribed peritonitis now exists, there can be 
no reasonable medical doubt.”’ This 
is the first acknowledgmeat by any 
of the pby-.iciaus who have any per- 
sonal knowledge of the case that any peritoneal 
inflammation of any kicd hasexisted,. The ac- 
knowledgment confirms the views of the govern- 
mentsurgeons not now connected with the case 
who bave watched every symptom, The theory 
that the danger of peritonitis was passed 
may therefore be dismissed; but, in 
view of the fact that the tem- 
perature to-night is reduced, and the patient’s 
sympioms do not extend beyond the circum. 
scribed limits indicated, there is good reason to 
hope that the great danger may pass. It also 
makes it more probable that, if the president 
shall suryive, it will be possible to extract the 
ball trom the front wall of the abdomen without 
entering the central cavity, with probably no 
danger. ‘“‘Are the reports true,’’ was asked of 
Dr. Boynton, ‘‘that the president is despondent?”’

He was attended by a physician, 
however, who said subsequently that he was not 
seriously ili and would soon be all right.

ANOTHER LEGISLATIVE PROBLEM. 


Sruwe DL sonssion as to the Duty of the Present Leg- 
islature in Regard to Rsapportionment—A 
Desire to Bale Fulton Oat—A Solu- 
tion of the Difficulty Offered. 


Considerabie inquiry was provoked yesterday 
by the publication of the committee on the 
reapportionment of the state, it having been 
siated that the present legislature could not 
reapportion the congressional districts, and yet 
the committee appeared to be a Sommittee upon 
congressional reapportionment as well as upon 
legislative. Upon investigating the fact we found 
the following to be about phe state of the case: 
Mf Miller, of Houston, who has been 
considerably interested in the matter, said in 
response to an inquiry; 

“The present committee is appointed for con. 
gressional as well as legislative reapportionment. 
Why this was done I do uot know, butsappose it 
isall right. It is certain, however, that the legis- 
lature, at its present session, can do nothing in 
the way of congressional reapportionment, and 
for the simple reason tha; congress at its session 
next winter wiil decide upon the basis of repre- 
sentation, and, until this is done, it is im possible 
for Georgia to lay off her copgressiona! 
districts, as she will not know 
officially whether she will bave 
under the new basis, eight members of congress 
orten. The committee will go to work at once 
settling upon the legislative representation in 
the state. There will be very few marked changes 
in the present representation. Houston county, 
which now has three members, will lose one, and 
Floyd county will gain it. Phis is the only 
change that I kaow ofamong the six counties 
that now has three members. There will be sever. 
al changes among those that havetwo. As to 
the congressional apportionment, the legisla- 
ture is in a pretty dilemma ”’ 

‘In what way?’’ 

“Whyin this way? We will adjourn in say 


for us to redistrict the state until the m2eting of 
congress, which decides upon what basis it shal! 
be redistricted. Coagress will not meet until 
December, and the next legislature will 
net be elected in Georgia until 
next winter, on the very diay ou which 
Congress méets. It will, therefore, be clearly out 
of the power of that legislature t» arra: ge the 
districts for the elcction of congressmea for the 
congress that meets ou the same day that the 
members of the legislature are elected. It is 
Cleaily, therefore, the duty of the present legisla- 
ture at another session to redisirici the state, and 
provide for the election of congressmen under the 
new apportionment. The difficulty that I see is 
as follows: If the legislature comes tox 
gether in au adjourned Session, there 
will be a rush of piivate matters 
and of general legislation that wil! keep us here 
for probably sixty days or three months next sums.

No man need doubt but that the necessity 
exists in Georgia for greatly increased ac- 
commodatio:s for lunatics. The actual 
nugber would be hard toascertain, because, 
in most cases, the family and friends con- 
ceal the existence of the affliction until tt at 
hopeless exbaus ion which comes uyoa ail 
eff. ris to treat the patient in the private 
and family circies, drives them to resort to 
the public authorides But we all kaow 
enough to piainiy see theirisa maoifcst 
duty upon usto act now. In the prepara. 
tiou of the article to which reférence is 
made above, by correspondence wiih the 
ordinaries and cther philaothropic genti«- 
man, sufficient reliable information was 
gathered tofully warrantthe declaration 
that in Georgia now we have more than 
1,000 outside of an excellent asylum who 
pressingly need the benefits of hospital 
treatment. . 
All who have given thought to this sub- 
ject agree that lunacy cannot be success- 
fuily treated outside of reguiar béspitals— 
also that many cases if taken in time are 
curable—a!so that the patient should be in 
hospital as soon as may be after he is 
attacked. The weight of opinioa is that 
the aggregation of a larger number than 
we already have at Milledgeville would be 
excessive, but of recent years larger hospi- 
tals have been tried. The new state hosp:~ 
tal at Ovid, New York, is a notable in- 
stance* of the successful treaiment of a 
large number in one hospital. At that 
place the New York board of charities have 
more than 1,400 patients, and the experi- 
ment is regarded successful, both on the 
score of economy and of efficiency. 
There is one other general statement that 
ought not to be overlooked. It is now ful- 
ly demonstrated and wel! known toail who 
bave given special ,atteniion to this waiter 
that in most of the previousstructures for 
the treatment of lunatics, too much hes been 
expended on mere erchitecture. Much 
more good can be accomplished with the 
money appropriated by consulting economy 
and comfort more strictly than in former 
public asylum buiidirgs.

No Probability of Death. 

New YorK, July 14.~The fears of the public 
that President Garfield yet remains in gréat 
danger of death have been heightened within the 
last two or three days by statements given prom- 
inence among the Washington dispatches of cer- 
tain New York newspapers. Some currency has 
also been given to the idea that the official bul- 
letins issued by the attending physicians 
are not reliable, the presideat being in a much 
more serious condition than is made public. 
De. Frank H. Hamilton was sought by a 
reporter last night for iufurmation in this matter. 
Tae official bulletins, he said, are worthy of every 
contidence, Asconsulting physician he could 
bear positive testimony to the honesty of Dr. 
Bliss and his colleagues in preparing the bulle- 
tins; the reports thus given are complete and 
perfectly reliable. 

‘‘.n the official bulletin, aoctor. there is report 
ed every afternoon a rise in the pulse and tem- 
perature ; is that a bad symptom?’ 

“There is in it no reason for alarm; it is, in 
fect, but natural. Since the second day after the 
president received his wound the diuraal inu- 
creases have been marked. They were to be ex- 
pected. With any man ordinarily the pulse 
will beat faster in the evening than in the morn- 
ing, while if one remains in bid throughout the 
day the change will be especially noticeable.

They belong to you and me, 
aud every free nigger in this country jf ihe 
wants one.” 

The speech was loudly applauded. 

In response to loud calls for **Maddox,”’ 
Mr. C. K, Maddox arose aod said; 

“Gentlemen, my name is Maddox, but if 
Iam the man you are calling for you bave 
waked up the wrong passenger. I am in 
favor of the cow law,’’ 

Mr. Maddox then resymed his seat amid 
a deathlike stillness from the gstonisbed 
crowd, One gentleman asked for a speech 
anyway, but Mr, Maddox declined. 

Mr. A. A Campbell then introduced the 
following resolution: 

Resolved, That itis the sense of this meeting 
that tne genera) assembly of Georgia will not 
force on this people ea law their own representa- 
tives will wot favor, 

Mr. Campbell spokein fayor of his reso- 
lution. 

Jackson McHenry, colored, asked if/he 
would be allowed to speak. The chairman 
responded that the meeting was for every- 
body, when Jackson said

right square and say don’t pass the cow 
ordinance.” 

Mr. Campbe!l again spoke in favor of \his 
resolution, which was passed.

—Colonel Sparks says: “At that time tgere 
was forming the scheme which ultimated 
in the famous Yazoo fraud. Those pro- 
jecting this scheme were then termed land 
speculators, and they were anxious to 
} secure every one of influence and taleats 
to their interest and aid. The famous 
Elijah Olarke and =hig not _iess 
famous son were supposed to be 
interested in this stuvendous scheme, 
Their influence in that section of the siate 
was paramount, and they had drawn 
around them a formidable array of those 
supposed to influence in a great degree 
public sentiment. Amongst these were 
most of the lawyers of the up country. Oae 


i of these,a man named Van Allen, was a 


man of abilitiesand unscrupulous, ambi- 
tious of wealth and desiring its acquisition 
so intensely that he was not particular as 
to the character of the means to be used for 
this purpose. He sawa formidable rival 
at the bar in Mr. Crawford, and aspired to 
control him by enlisting him asa co. 
adjutor in his land speculating views, This 
man was a cousin of Martin Van Buren, 
was from New York, and was as well a 
kindred spirit in intrigge. (vertures were 
made by thisclique to Mr. Grawifard to be- 
come one of them. Thig was at onge in- 
dignantly refused, and he frankly avowed 
his opinion as to the morality of the 
scheme and that of those of its projectors 
This gave. great offense to all conceroed 
especially to the Ciarkes and Van Allen. 
This refusal placed him at once as a for- 
midable foe to their machinations, and he 
must be got rid of. Yan Allen was 
put forward for this work. The char 
acter of Mr. Crawford ag a_ quiet 
and unobtrasive man ~ degeiyed this 
clique into the belief that he could be in 
timidated and dnven from the country. 
This was attempted but failed, and thi 
strengthened the determination to be rid o. 
him by having him killed. Van Allen 
challenged him, and to the astonishme:' 
of his foes it wasaccepted. A meeting was 
had and Van Allen was killed.”’ 

Just here Colonel Sparks is guilty of in- 
consistency. He says: “This strengthened 
the determination to be rid of him by 
having him killed Yan Allen challenged 
him, and to the astonishment of his foes he 
accepted.”’ If they had determined to gil] 
Crawford why should they be astonished at 
his acceptance of the challenge? But it is 
pot of Colonel Sparks’s incongistency 
that I wish to speak. It is quite evident 
that Colonel Sparks knows nothing of the 
facts in the case, and entirely ignoring 
truth, so far as Captain Van Alien is con- 
cerned, gets up a glowing eulogy of Mr. 
Crawford, atthe same time defaming the 
character of a true, high-minded, konora- 
ble gentleman, who lost his life in defense 
of his honor. Captain Van Allen was 
strictly scrupulous and upright in ali his 
dealings. 

As to his connection with the Yazoo 
fraud, he was so decided in his denuneija- 
tion of it as to give great offense to those 
engaged in it. Indeed, £0 ac- 
tively did he oppoge the scheme 
that on one occasion une oi tie men en 
gaged in_the specuiation went to his house 
armed with a shot-gun, threatening to kill 
him, but Judge Van Alien being absent he 
was defeated in his undertaking. 

Peter Lawrence Va. Alien was a native 
of Kinderhook, New York, was of a very 
wealthy and- ayistogratic family. He re- 
moved to Washington, Wilkes county, 
Georgia, at a time of great political excite 
ment. Being an abie lawyer, he at once 
columauded a promisent position at the 
bar, and became s leader of his party. 
He was @ men of great decision of char- 
acter and very d4enasious of the principles 
he espoused. Such ian 8 woiu'ld 
naturally provoke violent oppositioa from 
the adverse party, and he became engaged 
in controversy with Judge Tait, who chal- 
lenged himto fighta duel. Van Allen 
refused to fight Tait, and as the controversy 
invojved political principles, and Crawford 
and Tait belonged tothe same political 
faction. Crawford agted ag Tait’s substitute. 
On the second of August, 1809, they met in 
South Carolina and Van Allen wag mortally 
wounded and died in a few hours. He was 
notambitieus of wealth, as Colonel Sparks 
states, having what was. cousidered at that 
time quite a comforiable f.rtune. Captain 
Van Allen left a young wifeand onechilda 
daughter gbouft six months old. He has 
no descendants living in Geargianow. His 
daughter died about six months ago. Gap- 
tain Van Allen was highly respected and 
much loyed by the people of Washington. 
That he was eminently honorable there 
can be nodoubt. He was glac ng:ed for his 
generosity. , 

Mr. Crawford afterward regretted his 
action in the affair. Several years after- 
ward, while attending couft in Washirg- 
ton, Mr Crawford sentto the widow of 
Captain Van Alien and requested permis 
sion to see her daughter. She refused to 
grant his request, sayiog that it was her 
desire that the daughter of Captain Van 
Allen should never see the man who made 
her an orphan. : 

Mr. Albert R Lamar, in manly defense 
of Generals Kiisba and John Clarke, refer- 
ring to the duel of Yan Allen and Craw- 
ford, says; “| know nothing of the Mr. 
Van Alleo referred to, saye that he was the 
solicitor general of the Western circuit: 
that he was a norchern man by birth; that 
he was disabled by the loss of an eye, and 
~— he fell ina duel with Wm. H Craw- 
ord.’ 

“Ia this duel Mr. Crawford assumed the 
place of his friend, Charles Tait, afterwards 
judge of the Western circuit "Mr Tait had 
EB in a@ controversy with Van Alien, 
and Mr. Crawford bore the chglienge. 
Van Allen refused to acknowledge Tait as 
an honorable man or a _ gentleman, 
and Mr. Crawford stepped from the po 
sition of a second to that of a prin- 
cipal. Van Allen must have been a man of 
ability, or he, with the disadvantage of 


j northern birth, would not heve been the 


solicitor generai of a circuit which had an 
able bar, at whose head was Mr. Crawford 
He must have been an honorable man and 
a gentleman, or he would not have met his 
— at the hands of William H. Craw- 
ord."’ 

I think Colonel Sparks has, unintention- 
ally, detracted somewhat from the charac 
ter of Mr. Crawford " his defamation of 
Captain Van Allen. I believe gentiemen 
do not generally engage in duels with their 
inferiors, and as Captain Van Alien was 
killed I feel gratified that he met his death 
at the hands of so eminenta gentieman 
as Wm. H. Crawford, foras he was cut down 


tion: While it has been my good fo1- 
tune to visit mostof the sections of our 
state, by some means | have never uatil re 
cently been beyond the Blue Ridge—in 
that part underlying Tennessee. During 
this visit I must confess to surprise. Be- 
yond the sound of the steam whistle and 
“away from the world’s ignoble maddening 
strife,”’ lies this country, rarely visited, yet 
in simple beauty of scenery and salubrity 
of climate far surpasses any section in the 
state. On the south side, as you pass 
through the valleys apparently into the 
passes of the mountain,s from which there 
appears no egress, the air seems so delight- 
ful that you imagine there can be no im- 
provement. As you toil up the snake-like 


turgppike, over Tes-an-tee Gap. and are re- 
freghed by the cooler breezes, which descend 
on you through some funnel shaped gap 
high above, you are apt to imagine that 
there is nothing more to be expected, 

But after an hour you begin to 
descend on the north side, then 
you forget the toilsome journey over 
the hills, even the fresher bréezes of the‘ 
south side as as you drifik in renewed life 
and energy from the cooler, more stimula- 
ting, breezes that now fan your cheeks, Ou 
that side the water that gushes from the 
mountain is culd to chilliness, the rich loam 
of the mountain sides, from, whioh grows 
succulent grass in the utmost profusion 
and down the deep gorges through which 
torrents roar, lashed into glistening foam. 
and in the shady coves there grow trees of 
size and rich luxuriance uuknown on the 
south side. The very air is loaded with 
the perfume of the mountain laurel wh'ch 
unsurpassed for beauty nods jn the wind 
on the borders of eagh brawling stream. 
Down inta the Uho-es-toe vailey through 
which a stream of that name wanders jn its 
tortuous way you see farms of surpassing 
beauty. Through the byeaks in the 
spurs you  eatch glimpses of 
large or small valleys ladened 
with the golden hue of the ripening wheat, 
the lighter green of the oats not yet ready 
for the reaper, and the rich, dark-green of 
the growing corn. All this land now 
shows evidences of thrift and beautiful 
culture, but the half-dismantled cabins, the 
unkept look of the home lots testifies a 
want of care in the past. It looksas if in- 
dustyy had just been awakened, and on in- 
quiry you jearn thegad story of this beau- 
tiful valley. 

ILLICIT DISTILLERS. 

All along the mountain streams a few 

years ago could have been found distille- 
ries, whe e the surplus grain of the farmer 
was put ip the portable shape of whisky. 
The demoralization that followed may be 
imagined. Grain was planted qniy to 
make whisky, son and sire drank to beast- 
liness, houses were tumbling down, farms 
neglected, the people were fast becoming 
reckless and  lawleste There were 
more additions, terrible canoerous 
excrescenc¢es ‘ which grew from 
the demorslization of the war—the people 
were veritable Ishmaeliies, A  sirvog 
remedy was needed to rescue this beautiful 
valley and these people from moral ruin. 
It came in the shape of revenue laws. We 
gl] remember the hitterness engendered — 
the fierse struggles for mastery in the 
mountain fastnesses—-the wails that came 
from these people for the sufferings they 
underwe:t. There is po question that 
maby innocent men su flered ; 
many were ru ned; but the cure was radi- 
cal. So soon as a man was charged with 
being a distiller he reported eyery man 
who had purghasei from him, thus making 
sé ores liable to the law for “‘removing liquor 
that had not paid the tax.”” Iniquitous it 
was, pos:jDly, by gollysion between the 
“commission and distiller,” the fees of one 
being increased and the puxishment of the 
other being decreased by the treach- 
ery. These men had oaly 
land and poor stock; hurried away from 
home, thrown into jail to await trial, all 
that could be sold was disposed of to secure 
lawyers aod thus possibly to relieve them 
of charg‘s which were largely false. When 
relicyed they cgne home rjined—desper- 
ate. it is no wonder that the reyenue man 
was to them anenemy for whom the rifle 
bullet from a thicket was ameet reward 
Byt all that has poss daway and quiet and 
thrift now reign where turbylence and 
ey: ruled a few years ago. am in- 
ormed, aud! give it full credence, that 
there is not an illicit distillerin that sec- 
tion of the country. Indeed it is said that 
the whole country isin the very advance 
line of the temperance movement. A few 
years ago in Blairsville a free fight around 
the half a doz2n bar-rooms was the order of 
the day. Now no licyor is soid there and 
no more quiet or delightful little commu- 
nity exists anywhere. 


BLAIRSVILLE, 
lying beyond the mountains, ig almast un- 
known, Nestled in yalet among the moun- 
tains, ensconced at the foot of one which 
overlooks it is one of the most beautiful 
places | ever saw for situation. (ji the 
topographica| beauties of this place, how- 
ever, this communication will not warrant 
an aliusion. I may be excused from men 
tioving the view from the mountsin which 
overlooks the place. Surrounding the va! 
ley in which the village stands is a range of 
smaijer mountains with apagenty a hregk, 
completely encircling the valley. beyond

MINERAL RESOURCES. 

At a long distance from the railroads th 
mioeral resources have scarcely been in- 
quired into. Yet there are indications that 
tbe bowels of all those mountains are filied 
with the richest ores, the most precjous 
stones. At the foot of the mountain, near 
the village isa vein of gold of marye!cus 
richness. It has been traged about two ang 
a half miles; ig abogttwo feet broad, an 
examined at one point, just at the foot of 
the mountain, it was found to be twelve 
feet thick. Whenthe water from some 
hidden spring drove the laborers from the 
little shaft I saw a rock picked up at ran- 
dom, pulverized and “panned out” with a 
fine show of gold. I learn from Judge 
iogland, who has great minerajpgical taste 
and a valuable gabinet, that this 
yein has been assayed at sixty dollars a ton, 
and I am informed that $5 per ton pays 
handsomely. There isan immense fortune 
abead of eQme fortynate man at no great 
distance. ides this, there are veins of 
almost eyery variety of marble, cilver, irone 
copper, either in this county or the one in 
Tennessee immediately adjacent. Gold mi- 
ners have been deterped from, making invest- 
megts hereon accgunt of the difficalty of 
hauling machines over the mountains. It 
is a beautiful couatry with a glorious s:im- 
ulating climate that would be a summer 
“garden of delights’ to those who fly from 
the heat or malaria of the cities,~1 was in-
